Louis,  This  service  wa?  prosonUid  by  parties 
exclusively  interested  in  government  contracts, 
among  whom  were  Major  Selover.  Leonidos 
Haskell,  John  M.  Crum,  E.  L.  Beanl  of  Cali- 
fornia, and  others.  Gen.  McKinstry  was 
Quartermaster  General  of  the  Western  De- 
partment, liy  appoinliiieut  of  Major  General 
J.  C.  Fremout,  aid,  us  such  (iuartermaster- 
General,  controUetl  the  borne  and  mule,  build- 
ing of  barracks,  and  all  supplies  and  purchases 
appertaining  to  that  l>epartment  The  Com- 
mittee, in  their  rept>rt,  say:  "The  frauds  in 
contracts  in  the  Quartermaster's  Department 
are  numerous  and  have  been  clearly  proven, 
and  extend  through  all  branches  of  bis  con- 
trol and  supervision. 

rCHCHASK  or    B0R.SK8. 

Tbe  testimony  shows  that  the  horses  pur- 
cba.scd  for  the  army,  in  a  majority  of  iiLstances, 
are  of  tbe  most  inferior  kind,  and  have  broken 
down  or  fell  dead  on  tbe  road.  Around  the 
depots  where  horses  were  kept,  thus  purchased, 
numerous  dead  carca.sses  have  been  found.^ 
Omnibus  and  stage  horses  have  been  i,rotted 
out,  "full  of  bran  and  peppered,"  by  contrac- 
tors, who  received  8115  to  $130  for  each 
horse  they  furnished.

The  fourth  act  of  fraud  is  the  housejent, 
first  in  the  mansion  of  Mrs.  Colonel  Brant, 
cousin  of  Mrs.  Jessie  Fremont,  rented  lo  Gen. 
Fremont  for  headquarters  of  Major-General, 
bis  Private  Secretary  and  Chief  of  the  Staff, 
at  the  rate  of  $6,000  per  annum.  Otiier  map- 
gioiis  In  the  neighborhood  are  rented  at  similar 
rates,  and  occupied  for  officcit  of  members  of 
the  staff. 

BABKACK8. 

Large  and  expensive  barracks  have  been 
built  in  the  immediate  ricinity,  as  quarters 
for  the  Fremont  body-guard,  numbering  600 
men.  The  barracks  will  accommodate  2,.^00 
men.  The  cost  of  these  barracks  and  Benton 
barracks  capacious  enough  to  accoMimodate 
40,000  men,  will  be  about  $1.50,000,  double 
the  amount  necessary  to  «rect  precisely  simi- 
lar buildings.  In  the  roofing  of  these  build- 
ings, which  is  upward  of  !S,000  squares  of  su- 
perficial feet,  the  Committee  have  discovered 
much  fraud. 

The  contract  provides  that  the  roof  shall 
be  three-ply,  aud  put  on  with  felt  and  soaked 
in  hot  tar,  and  in  a  substantial  and  durable 
manner.  The  Commiitee  have  evidence  that 
the  superintendent  and  architect,  A.  B.  Ogden, 
received  a  draft  of  $700  on  Gen.  McKinstry 
from  Clapp  4  Co..  prov-dwl  he  (Ogdcn)  would 
obtain  the  contract  for  them  at  their  bid. 
which  was  $3  ."iO  persqnare  of  100  miperficial 
feet  A  Mr.  King,  under  oath,  testifies  that 
he  gave  Ogden  a  draft  on  McKinatry  for  $1,- 
500  for  his  services  in  getting  him  the  con 
tract  fur  $3  35  per  square. 

To  each  of  these  Ogden  protnised  the  con- 
tract The  work  was  awarded  to  Almen 
Thompson  at  $3  50,  but  whether  any  bonus 
was  gi^eii  doe.s  not  ap™*ar.  Tbe  Committee 
find  that  Thompson  sold  the  contract  for  an 
advance  of  $3,000,  and  that  the  party  doin>: 
the  work  only  put  one-ply  roof,  and  that  with 
felt  dipped  in  cohl  tar.  In  a  few  places  then- 
were  only  two-plys.  The  facts  w»  re  obtaine<l 
by  tu'.tiilg  into  the  roof  at  various  points,  li 
is  also  in  testimony  that  there  were  responsible 
bids  at  $2  for  this  same  work. 

Thes :  are  specimens  of  the  charges.  The 
Enquirer  adds:

Bowen 
sold  out  to  Thompson  and  Jones  tor  $.iOOO, 
pavable  in  baakable  fund.s.  Thompson  went 
toM'iKinslry  for  p.iymeuts  on  horses  Messrs. 
rhoinp.son  and  Jones  hi  d  furnished,  and  was 
told  that  "another  party  was  interested  in  this 
horse  Ijusiness,  and  unless  the  $5,000  in  gold 
was  deducted  by  Messrs.  Tbomp  on  and  Jons, 
none  of  the  money  cocld  be  paid."  The  $5000 
was  kept  by  McKinstry,  and  the  remabder 
paid  over  to  Thompson  and  Jones. 

HAT. 

Tbe  Commiitee  have  testimony  of  over  half 
a  million  of  tlollars  sunk  in  hay  contracts. — 
The  Quartermas'.er  paid  $17  50  per  tun  for 
hay  in  bales,  which  on  examination  is  found 
to  be  prairie  gras.*,  and  hay  of  a  very  poor 
quality.  The  cost  of  transportation  between 
8t.  Louis  and  Sedalia  is  about  $8  per  tun,  or 
$2  jier  tun  delivered  at  Sadalia.  The  Com- 
mittee have  accumulative  evidence  that  fresh 
hay  from  the  stacks,  aud  in  a>>nndance  along 
the  entire  route  to  Warsaw,  can  be  obtained 
at  S6  to  $8  per  tun. 

THE  ST.  I,0ri8  rORTirirATIOKB. 

On  the  15'h  of  August,  Col.  Has-«ndeubel, 
by  order  of  (ieo.  Fremont,  engineered  aud  sur- 
veyed tbe  points  within  the  limits  of  St  Ijouis, 
.'or  the  erection  of  eleven  forts.  Under  Major 
H.'s  bupcriiitendence,  five  were  built  directly 
for  the  government,  without  any  intervening 
contractor.  The  wages  of  the  laborers  were 
sixty  cents  each  per  day,  and  the  cost  of  each 
fortification  not  to  exceed  $10,000.  On  the 
2a  of  September,  when  Gen.  Fremont  knew 
that  tha  fort^  completed,  cost  $10,000  each. 


Longevity  of  Soldiers. 

We  find  the  following  statistic  in  an  old  co- 
py of  a  newspaper.  We  publiiih  it,  just  now. 
as  evidence  that — where  the  constitution  i> 
strong — the  hardships  of  camp  life  do  not  tend 
to  shorten  life.  "Many  soldiers  and  officen- 
of  the  revolutionary  war  die  at  an  advance<l 
age.  The  hardships  they  underwent  in  that 
contest  gave  them  iron  constitutions.  John 
La.sk.  who  died  in  Tennes-sce  ii;  1818,  at  the 
age  of  one  hundred  and  four  years,  hod  been 
a  soldier  in  the  old  French  war,  anil  was  at  the 
battle  of  Abraham's  Plains,  Quebec,  where 
General  Wolfe  died  victorious.  He  also  went 
through  the  Continental  War.  James  8nf 
ford,  at  Alenton,  New  Jersey,  aged  one  hun- 
dred and  two.  He  was  a  midshipman  in  the 
Alliance  frigate.  Anthony  Van  Pelt,  who 
died  in  New  York  city,  in  1830.  was,  beyond 
doubt,  the  oldest  person  dying  in  that  year. 
He  was  in  the  hundred  and  thirtieth  Tcar  ot 
his  age.  Aaron  Burr  died  at  an  advanced 
age,  and  many  other  revolutionary  beroo^ 
whom  it  is  DO«'dless  to  mention.''  Gen.  .Scott, 
the  hero  of  many  battles,  is  in  his  seventy -sixth 
year.

ians. Our  loss  was  306  in  killed  and  wjuud- 
ed;  that  of  the  enemy,  lOO  killed,  300  wound- 
ed, 200  prisoners.  This  was  one  of  the  most 
brillisBt  of  our  victories,  yet  it  is  not  to  be 
compared  with  the  Battle  of  Belmont  or  that 
of  Ball's  Bluff  either  as  regards  tbe  number 
engaged  or  the  losses  estimated. 

At  the  battle  of  Sackett's  Harbor,  the  ene- 
my's force  was  1,000;  ourg  500.  His  loss  in

the  British  standard  and  mace.  Over  the  lat- 
ter hung  a  human  scalp. 

Com.  Perry's  victory  on  Lake  Eric  was  es- 
teemed a  big  thing  it  i'ts  ilay;  yet  his  whole 
fleet  consisted  of  only  54  guns  and  two  swiv- 
els! Our  loss  in  killed  and  wounded  was  132; 
that  of  tbe  enemy  Las  never  been  definitely 
known. 

At  tbe  Battle  of  (Chippewa  onr  lo.ss  was  528; 
that  of  the  enemy  514.  At  the  battle  of  Fort 
Erie  our  loss  was  84;  that  of  the  enemy  582. 

At  the  battle  of  Baltimore  the  enemy's  for- 
ces numbered  from  7,000  to  8,000;  ours  was 
probably  le.ss  than  half  that  number.  Our  loss 
was  about  170;  and  that  of  the  enemy  some 
700  in  killed,  wounded  and  missing. 

Even  the  Battle  of  New  OHeans  looks  in- 
significant to  eyes  that  have  witnes,sed  a  re- 
conr.ois.ince  on  the  Potomac,  IC.OOO  .strong, 
and  a  review  of  70.000  troops.  The  British 
force,  including  .sailors  and  marines,  was  about 
14.000;  that  of  Jackson,  3,20ii  on  the  left 
bank  of  the  river,  and  about  800  distributed 
ill  positions  hard  bv.     Our   lo.ss  wa.s  7  killed

Whether  it  is  the  fa<-t  that  our  countrymen 
are  deficient  iu  hnmor,  while  Englishmen  excel 
in  humor,  may  admit  of  doubt.

But  of  this  we  are  sat- 
isfied, that  the  attempts  to  explain  and  ac- 
count for  the  deficiency  as.«umed  nsu  fact,  have 
totally  failed.  No  satisfactory  or  even  intel 
ligible  rea.sou  has  yet  been  suggested,  why 
.Scot,smeii  should  be  inferior  iu  humor  to  lOng- 
lishmcu.  Such  an  explanation  ns,  that  the 
Scottish  people  ore  poorer  than  the  English, 
cannot  be  reasoiuibly  aei^epted.  Riches  do 
not  create  or  even  stimulate  humor.  The  Iri.sh 
peasantiy  are  poore.st  of  all;  yet  we  arc  dis- 
posed to  think,  that  in  genuine  humor,  wheth- 
er of  the  mirthful  or  tiie  satirical  order,  they 
are  superior  to  both  English  and  Scotch.  An 
Irishman  is  noi.  as  is  often  supposed,  a  mere 
blunderer  into  fun.  No  man  can  seek  occa- 
sion for  humor.  But  when  tbe  occasion 
comes,  the  poor  Irishman  is  prompt  and  ready. 
There  are  .some  Irish  anecdotes,  the  point  and 
pith  of  whirh  are  g'ncrully  .supposed  to  be  a 
blunder  or  bull,  but  which  really  turn  on  a 
stroke  of  fine  natural  humor. 

All  Inslimaii  thus  de.scribes  his  cold  rrcep- 
tion  by  an  old  friend:  "  I  saw  I'ut  Ryan  t'oth- 
er side  of  the  way.

Poultry — Keep  in  warm  quarters,  feed  lib- 
erally, supply  with  fresh  meat,  lime,  and  grav- 
el, and  warm  food.

It  is  important  just  now,  when  ex'^itetncnt 
on  intcrnati'iiial  topics  runs  high,  and  misrep- 
resentation and  healed  partisanship  are  in  the 
ascendant,  to  occasionally  look  below  the  sur- 
face and  discover  what  our  true  position  is, 
our  duty,  and  the  causes  and  remedies  for 
what  may  prove  to  be  transitory  ills.  That 
much  bad  feeling  has  been  provoked  on  both 
sides,  as  between  Canada  and  this  country,  it 
were  folly  to  deny;  but  to  those  who  hare  true 
knowledge  of  tfaie  caaractcr  and  peculiar  na- 
tional tendencies  of  the  Canadian  people,  it 
would  be  unjust  to  impute  to  them  any  hostile 
feeling  to  this  country.  The  proof  has  too 
often  been  afforded,  danng  the  general  inter- 
national gatherings  at  railway  celebrations 
that  have  occurred  in  both  countries,  that  the 
fraternal  sentiment  that  has  bt^n  evoked  on 
these  occasions  was  genuine  and  sincere,  and 
that  it  was  alike  the  interest  and  the  disposi- 
tion of  Canadians,  as  well  as  Americans,  to 
preserve  the  Tricndliest  relations  with  each 
otb*r. 

For  evidence  of  this  fatrt,  and  to  show  that 
such  is  the  prevailing  spifit  of  our  relations 
with  Canada  it  will  be  pertinent  to  inquire 
what  is  the  existing  state  of  our  trade  with 
Canada — what  the  past  and  present  policy  of 
its  government  as  affecting  western  interests, 
and  whether  as  a  people  we  are  not  reaping 
great  benefits  from  the  oxtei  sive  commerce 
iu»w  carried  on  Itetwcen  the  two  countries. 

So  far  from  enconraging  the  present  incli- 
nation on  the  part  of  a  certain  cl.iss  of  fire- 
eaters  to  brew  trouble  between  neighbors,  let 
us  examine  tho.se  features  of  the  case  that 
wake  for  peace,  (voutiiiing  our  attention  lo 
mercantile  transaction;*,  it  should  be  satisfac- 
tory to  know  that,  having  lo.st  all  connection 
with  the  southern  markets,  Canada  yet  re- 
mains our  largest  customer  for  many  arti'*Ies, 
and,  furthernM)rP,  furnishes  u>«  the  most  direct 
means  o'"  transit  by  steam  and  rail  during  win- 
ter to  ail  Knropeaii  markets. 

During  the  season  of  navigation  we  have 
two  great  wator  chnnuels  to  the  sea-board,— 
the  one  via  the  Erie  Canal,  where  the  western 
farmers'  industry  is  heavilv  taxed  to  support 
the  cenal  nrvoniies  of  the  State  of  New  York; 
the  o<  her  is  the  cheap  and  free  navigntion  of 
the  Lakos  and  St  Lawrence  River  Canals, 
left  equally  open  to  American  and  Cauadian 
vessels. 

The  Canadian  government  invites  trade  di- 
rect through  the  .St.  Lawrence  by  removing 
nil  tolls;  hence  the  comparatively  greater 
cbeapne.s  of  ih.-  latii-r  route  for  the  shipment 
o(  grain.  Otir  market  n^ports  dnrin<r  the  lat- 
ter part  of  the  seasi-n  show  the  following  con- 
trast iu  rates  of  transportation:

The  License  Law. — We  hove  received  a. 
communication  from  Mr.  John  11.  Brown, 
County  Attorney,  in  reply  to  our  statement  in 
our  last,  that  "  parties  can  sell  without  license 
until  the  next  meeting"  of  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners.  He  says  that  our  statement 
s  "  calculated  to  deceive  persons  engaged  in 
the  sale  of  liquor  without  licen.se,"  and  ealls 
our  attention  to  the  Act  passed  August,  1858, 
together  with  subsequent  amendments,  by 
which  it  appears  that  the  Commissioners)  have 
nothin<;  to  do  in  the  premises,  except  to  hear 
applications  for  license,  and  that  persons  sell- 
ing liquor  without  license,  violate  the  license 
law.  In  concluKion,  he  says:  "The  law,  as 
you  will  see,  visits  certain  County  officers  with  ! 
sever*  penalties  for  neglecting  or  refu.>iiig  to 
prosecute  this  class  of  cases,  (/onseqneiitly 
prosecutions  will  be  in.'tituted  in  every  case 
where  evidence  is  fun.i.^hed,  which  is  deemed 
sufficient  to  convict  any  persons  of  u  violation 
of  the  law."

Just  as 
stupid  OS  we  arcl  Why  every  man  in  our  cir- 
cle |iuyd  his  liabilities  viz.:  bis  tailor,  wa.sh- 
woman,  and  barber.  There  is  one  Bank  dfies 
the  same  thing.  But  we  would  my.steriously 
be  ruined  if  they  all  did  likewise  ".Stocks  go 
up,"  and  "money  is  ea.sy,"  when  the  nice  engrav- 
ings mei*n  dollars  not  paid.

Prcroiit  Olid  pnr«|)<clive  complications  give 
great  iinporlanee  to  Ireland,  and  to  tlic  Iriab 
clement  in  America.  'I'o  the  fonner  wc  have 
more  than  once  referred;  let  us  look  for  a  mo- 
ment at  the  bearings  of  the  latter.  Never 
was  om  Irish  poj-ulalioii  of  more  value  and 
importance  lo  this  country. 

Exiles  from  home  in  search  of  a  better  fu- 
ture than  England  will  allow  them  iu  their 
own  green  isle,  they  are  inured  to  labor,  and 
from  the  chief /Jcrjonnc/ of  onr  great  indus- 
trial Works  in  lime  of  peace.  In  the  sweat  of 
their  brow,  our  roads  arc  built  and  ourcdifices 
erected.  The  war  for  the  Union  colled  tben 
by  thousands  iuto  tho  field,  to  reproduce  for 
their  adopted  lami,  the  wenders  of  Mindt^n 
and  the  Pcui.aila;  and  they  deserve  well  of  tbe 
Government  for  their  alacrity  uud  their  cour- 
age. 

There  bw  been  no  period  io  the  faiFtorj  of 
wars,  in  which  an  "Irish  Rrigade"  has  not  coh- 
ered it  elf  with  glory— where  their  blood  baa 
not  flowed  like  water.  Well  did  Shiel  ask 
the  English  Pariiamcut,  with  a  powerful  In- 
vective, "Whose  were  tbc  arms  that  dro^ 
your  bayonets  at  Vimiera  through  the  pUaN 
anxes  that  never  reeled  in  the  shock  of  war 
before?

Rut  there  is  another  VKW  to  the  pul>|ne*, 
there  is  also  an  Irish  coutingeut  iu  the  Soutli>

rcjidci-s,  and  perhaps,  in  part,  by  au  innate  love 
of  war.

Ivcf  England  join  the  Southern  camsK, 
nnd  fight  against  the  Republic,  and  every 
Irishman  will  throw  down  his  arms  before  lie 
will  do  battle  in  that  quarrck  He  has  anoth- 
er, a  historic,  on  oath-protected  cause. 

The  Iri.sh  element  mu.st  be,  sooner  or  later, 
cut  rely  with  the  Union,  and  cvciy  interuato  al 
comnlication  will  tend  to  this  result  The  re- 
fusal of  the  Irish  to  fight  wouM  almost  dlvfolre 
the  Southern  urmy,  and  that  refusal  wouW 
Certainly  follow  from  on  English  alliaoco.
